On October 24, 2013, after due and proper notice, the Department of Consumer Protection, 

Liquor Control Commission, held a formal administrative hearing on a question of Sec. 30-20(c) 

of the Connecticut General Statutes, to determine whether the premises meets the definition of 

a “grocery store” and Sec. 30-51 of the Connecticut General Statutes regarding interior access in 

that a separate business is also operated at the proposed location.      

 

Based upon the testimony and documents submitted at the hearing, the Department of 

Consumer Protection finds no violation of Sec. 30-51 as such arrangement is  permissible under  

Sec. 30-51a, and ORDERS your application for a grocery store beer permit GRANTED, subject to 

the agent’s final requirement of receipt of the completed publication notice.
